The answer, of course, is th a t 
nothing much h a s happened yet. 
The situation 
sta n d s 
about as 
follows: 
There 
are 
two 
acts 
affecting 
Wall Street. One is the Truth-in- 
Seeurities Act. This has been b e n ­ 
eficial because it forces bankers 
or corporations 
p u ttin 
out 
new 
issues of bonds or stocks to file 
with the Commission a very full 
account of the essential facts .af­ 
fecting the securities. 
This act 
has worked fairly well thus far. 
But it has not affected the stock 
exchanges very much, since very 
few new stocks have been issued. 
This has been not because of the 
act, but 
because of the general 
investment 
situation. 
The other act is the Securities 
E xchange Act, u n d e r which the 
Commission 
governs 
the 
stock 
m arke t. 
Investo rs 
must 
u n d e r ­ 
stand that the Com mission does 
not aim to advise investors or to 
aid them in th e ir investment or 
speculative problems. Its business 
is to see that th e exchange is run 
as a 
free honest 
m a rk e t 
place. 
While the C om mission has done 
so me good work, it has really not 
done 
very 
much. 
as 
vet, 
to 
change the m e th o d s in the m a r ­ 
ket.

O ut of SIX' H an d s 
The Commission ha»s laid down 
some rules u n d e r which 
securi­ 
ties are listed 
with 
exchanges. 
T he 
facts

cororations

ly more th an the stock exchange 
already required in listings.
